You should know about state highway construction now underway in Hempstead 


County and have this opportunity to review past state highway construction in the 
County, Millions of dollars has been spent, and much planning and, hard work has 
gone into this highway work and tarn proud, that as your Representative, I assist- 
ed and participated in all of these accomplishments. Those of you who worked 
with me and others, on the various roads and highways in Hempstead County will 
remember the problems we encountered and the splendid cooperation received 
from Governors, Highway Department Commissioners, Former County Judges, 
officials and other individuals involved, 
,,. 


Underway NOW in Hempstead County are the following paving projects: State 


Highways 195, DeAnn to Marlbrook (Marlbrook is on State Highway 24 between 
Blevins and Prescott); State Highway 332, DeAnn to the Nevada County Line (This 
will complete the paving of the road from DeAnn to Prescott); and State Highway 
355, Spring Hill to Bois D'Arc Lake. The final construction, which includes pav- 
ing, of state Highway 195, from Fulton to Washington is dependent on: 


1. Right-of-way being furnished without cost and free of obstructions (fences, 


utilities and structures) to the state, 


2. The Highway Commission approval and the availability of funds and person- 


This summer only spot and routine graveling is being done. However, I will 


work hard to securing the paving of this highway next summer. Already 8 bridges 
and approaches have been constructed on the right-of-way of this highway. 


In my first term in the Legislature, as your Representative, my first experi- 


ence in working with others to secure the paving of a gravel road was in contract- 
ing and urging the then Governor Homer Adkins, and the then highway Commis- 
sion/to complete the paving of State Highway 29 from Hope to the Lafayette Coun- 
ty Line. I well remember flying Paul Jones, of the Hope Star, down over this high- 
way in 1941 for a view of the paving work then in progress. 


In my second term as your Representative, which followed my return from 


World War II, we had two paving projects completed in 1947. One was east from 
Hope on State Highway 4 to State Highway 32 (the junction of the Shover Springs, 
Bodcaw road with Highway 4), and this was given a high type resurfacing job in 
1962. The others was State Highway 27 from the Howard County Line to the Pike 
County Line, and it was given a high type re-surfacing in 1966. In 1948 on State 
Highway 4 from Washington to Nashville we realized the. RpmRlgftfin fif ppntinupus. 
paving, and this highway received a high type re-surfacing in 1966-67. 


State Highways 4, Hope to Washington, and State Highway 32 (Shover Springs 


turn off) to the Nevada County Line were, in 1950, completely paved, and both re- 
ceived a high-type re-surfacing in 1966. 


The road from Springhill to Highway 29, having been added to the State sys- 


tem, was paved in 1955 along with the completion of continuous paving on High- 
way 24 from Blevins to Prescott. 


In 1956 Highways 29 from Hope to Blevins, 73 from junction of 4 to Cross 


Roads, 355 from Fulton to Saratoga, and 24 from McCaskill to Nashville were 
all completed with continuous paving. Highway 29 from Hope to Blevins is now 
under contract for a high type resurfacing. 73 from the Junction of 4 to Cross 
Roads received a high type re-surfacing, as did 355 from Fulton to Saratoga this 
year. 


Highway 332 from 29 to DeAnn was paved in 1957. 
In 1958 Highway 24 from Blevins to McCaskill was completely paved. 
Highways 332 from DeAnn to the east several miles, and 73 from Cross Roads 


to Columbus were paved in 1959, and this section of 73 received a hightype re- 
surfacing in 1967. 


The paving of Highway 32 from the Junction of Highway 4 to Shover Springs 


was accomplished in 1962, and in 1964 it was completed on to the Nevada Coun- 
ty Line resulting in most sincere appreciation by all who had for so long work- 
ed and hoped for the paving of this road. 


Highway 29 from Blevins to the Junction of 29 and Highway 19 (from Prescott to 


Delight was paved in 1966. 


In order to meet the Millwood Dam dedication date in late 1966 Highway 332 was 


paved from Saratoga to the Corps of Engineers job, Your Representative with others 
personally helped make this paving a reality, 


It is interesting to know that U,S. Highway 67 was reconstructed from Fulton to 


Hope in 1952, resurfaced in 1967, and received a shoulder seal in 1968; and from, : 
Hope to Emmet was re-constructed in 1958, was re-surfaced and received a should-^, 
er seal in 1968, 


White edge stripes, which are a wonderful safety factor, have.-been applied on 


Highway 4 between Hop© and Nashville, and Highway 73 from the Junction of Sign- 
way 4 to Saratoga, These white edge stripes have been requested and will be placed 
on U.S. 67 between Fulton and the Clark County Line in the immediate future, 


My review of our state Highways in Hempstead County would not be complete 


without my telling you that we have one of the finest Highway Departments in the na- 
tion, and the officials, Department Heads, District Engineers and employees exhi- 
bit a high degree of loyalty ana dedication' to their job, As your Representative I 
have always received the finest of cooperation from them all, 
. 


You may rest assured that your Representative, as Chairman of tne legislative 


Council, Chairman of the Rules Committee of the House, and in ailiifceiyhood, as 
Speaker of the House in the next regular session of tne legislature, will utilisi
